Versatile Man Arrested 
Here Years Ago is Now 
Under Fire in Chicago. 


INVESTIGATE | 


The financial versatility of Henry 
B. Sewell, collector ot de luxe books | 
and grand jury indictments, former- 
ly of New York and Los Angeles, is 
again under official investigation— 
this time in Chicago. The accom- 
plished collector, who gained tame 


and fortune by his ability to com 
bine knowledge of rare books with 
a touch of Bohemian life and a 
knack of manipulating the rich 
young men of Gotham to the tune of 
$200,000, according to a charge once 
aired here, is now sought for colliect- 
ing more than a half-million for 
gasoline. 

According to information from 
Chicago, Sewell’s application of his 
assorted talents to the unpretentious, 
“gas” netted him large sums of 
money with such neatness and dis- 
patch that the Chicago grand jury 
is anxious to learn all about his 
methods, as are a number of big 
firms there. The inquiry will start 
some time this week. In the mean- 
time his whereabouts is a mystery. 
Preliminary vestigations indicate 
that Sewell fied Chicago after sell- 
ing huge quantities of gasoline un- 
der the market price, colleging the 
money in advance, and failing to de- 
liver the fuel.@ There are also cer- 
tain stock deals that need some un- 
tangling, the Chicago dispatches 
Say. 

Sewell was arrested in Los Angeles 
by Detective Sergeant King, June | 
12, 1913, on the charge of grand 
larceny. He was accused in a grand 
jury indictment from New York, of | 
swindling J. Macy Willetts, wealthy 
New York banker, of large sums of 
money by the sale of de luxe edi- 
tions and original documents at pre- 
prices. The sum Sewell 
was said to have extracted from the | 
youthful Mr. Willetts was placed at 
close to $200,000, but the specific | 
charge on which the warrant was is 
sued named a theft of $5710 from 
Willetts.

MURDER MYSTERY PLAY GIVES 
THRILLS AT MAJESTIC.

Anybody who wants the high-ten- 
sion thrill of a murder investiga- 
tion, with all the accompanying dis- 
secting of motives and impulses, car- 
ried on informally outside of a court 
room, can have his fill thereof in 
“The Acquittal,” which opened last 
night at the Majestic Theater. The 
play, by Rita Weiman, is about as 


slum photodrama. The Kid“ is exciting, while it lasts, as a Peete 
Barrie, vulgarized, but superbly pain- 


whimaical, vital, robust. 

Not even Barrie's siavey heroine's 
conception of a court ball equals in 
Jmagination, humor and whimsical- 
ity, Chaplin’s conception of heaven. 

As the poor roustabout, he falls 
asleep after the mad search for his 
kidnaped foster-son, and dreams of 
celestial life. Such delicious, haéarm- 
less fun, too. Nobody could possibly, 
take offense. Even when Sin gets 
in, and there's a rough-hou 
among the angels, who can fee 
aught but laughter when the feath- 
ers Hy? And who that has lost a 
pet won't sympathize with the small 
boy meeting his winged pup? 

Not that there is the slightest sug- 

imitation 
of Barrie's methods. It is only that, 
in Chaplin's humor as well as in his 
drama, there is the same whimeical- 
ity, the same striking at vital human 
truths with the gleaming sword of 
n. 
So once more, clad in his baggy 
old trousers and derby hat, Charlie 
ascends his sublimated soap-box 
throne as king of comedians. It's 
something you feel vaguely you've 
been waiting for, for a long time, is 
“The Kid.“ I mean its utter humor 
and charm are like a drink of water 
after a day's hot thirst. 

Something entirely new in form, 
too, is the picture, yet its method is 
so simple that like most great 
achievements one wonders why it 
wasn't done before. How one wishes 
all the solemn dramas of the screen 


could thus be humanized by humor! 


There's really no classifying “The 
Kid.” The best one can do is say 
that it has all the old melodramatic 
material, but so jamed up with fun 
and with ite drama so simply and 
humanly played, that it almost fools 
you into believing it is like life. In 
this, Chaplin'a supreme art is seen. 

And who that feels his power to 
evoke laughter and tears, as the 
happy-go-lucky bum, who has the 
baby wished on him to care for, will 
ever deny. him the title of artist?
